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“ BW ROM A SLENDER BEGINNING ” remarked Gibbon in his Memoirs, “ I 
have gradually formed a numerous and_ select . library, the 
foundation and best comfort of my life, both home and abroad .. . 
Every volume, before it was deposited on the shelf, was either read 
or sufficiently examined.” He later writes: “In the disposal of my 
effects (before moving from London to Lausanne) the library, a sacred 
deposit, was alone excepted. The chosen part of my lbrary is now 
arrived (at Lausanne).”’ 


Gibbon died at Lausanne in 1794. Some books then passed 
by bequest to the Lausanne Academical Library, but the greater part 
of the collection was purchased by William Beckford, who is quoted 
as having remarked: “I bought Gibbon’s library to have something 
to read when I passed through Lausanne.” He did not at any rate 
interest himself long with his purchase, but left the books with his 
friend, Dr. F. A. Scholl, who had also been on intimate terms with the 
original collector. Scholl, who lived until 1835, sold a portion of the 
library by auction not long before his death, and disposed privately of 
the other shehtly smaller portion, which is that now offered, to Mr. 
John Walter Haliday, then resident at the Chateau des Clées in 
Vallorbe, who later came to live at Satigny, near Geneva. His 
house at Satigny came later, with the library, into the possession of 
M. Charles Bedot, on the death of whose son, M. Maurice Bedot, in 
1927, it passed to the present owner. 


The collection as now offered consists of about 650 titles, the 
majority bound in original ealf, a few in contemporary morocco, and 
generally in excellent condition. Practically all contain either the 
large bookplate reproduced on the cover of this catalogue, or else the 


following small book label. E GIBBON The bookplate and 


label appear to be present in approximately equal numbers.
